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B.) REMARKS 

This Supplemental Response is filed is response to a conversation with Examiner 
Norman on July 9, 2007 and supplements Applicant's Response submitted June 8, 2007, which 
was submitted in response to an Office Action dated March 8, 2007. 

Upon entry of this Supplemental Response, claims 1-37 will be pending in the 
Application. 

Conversation with Examiner Norman 

The undersigned had a conversation with Examiner Norman on July 9, 2007, regarding 
the above-referenced Application. In the conversation, the Examiner identified to the 
undersigned a new reference (Application No. 10/641,277, corresponding to US Patent No. 
6,857,845) that the Examiner believed could be used as the basis for rejecting at least some of 
the claims of the present application. The Examiner then stated that if Applicant submitted a 
Statement Concerning Common Ownership that he would not have to issue an Office Action 
applying the new reference. In response to the conversation with the Examiner, Applicant is 
submitting a Statement Concerning Common Ownership in this Supplemental Response. 

Applicant submits that US Patent No. 6,857,845 is disqualified as prior art under 35 
U.S.C. 103(c) as set forth in the following section titled "Statement Concerning Common 
Ownership." Since US Patent No. 6,857,845 is believed to be disqualified as prior art, Applicant 
respectfully submits that claims 1-37 are not anticipated nor rendered obvious by US Patent No. 
6,857,845 and are therefore allowable. 
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Statement Concerning Common Ownership 

The present application (Application No. 10/683,772) and US Patent No. 6,857,845 were, 
at the time the claimed invention of the present application (Application No. 10/683,772) was 
made, owned by the same person (York International Corporation) or subject to an obligation of 
assignment to the same person (York International Corporation). 

Assignments indicating common ownership of present application (Application No. 
10/683,772) and US Patent No. 6,857,845 have been recorded at the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office at Reel 014598, Frame 0477 for the present application (Application No. 10/683,772) and 
at Reel 014399, Frame 0690 for US Patent No. 6,857,845. 
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CONCLUSION 

In view of the above, Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the Application 
and withdrawal of the outstanding objections and rejections. As a result of the amendments and 
remarks presented herein, Applicant respectfully submits that claims 1-37 are not anticipated by 
nor rendered obvious by US Patent No. 6,872,050 or US Patent No. 6,857,845 and thus, are in 
condition for allowance. As the claims are not anticipated by nor rendered obvious in view of 
the applied art, Applicant requests allowance of claims 1-37 in a timely manner. If the Examiner 
believes that prosecution of this Application could be expedited by a telephone conference, the 
Examiner is encouraged to contact the Applicant.
